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Mattapoisett Bike Path Update - 2020

Construction of Mattapoisett's Phase lb of the 
Shared-Use Path, aka, bike path is well underway. One 
year ago Representative William Straus, an advocate of 
the project, released the following statement: "I was 

excited to join state highway Administrator Jonathan Gulliver 
at MassDOT's Boston office today for the signing and award of 
the contract to construct the next phase of the Mattapoisett Bike 
Path. This 1.28 addition to the existing Fairhaven-Mattapoisett 
path will proceed eastward from Neck Road, over the river, 
along incredible wild marsh and public beachfront property 
before entering the village at Depot Street. As an addition to the 
current 4 3/4 mile path which begins in Fairhaven, the public 
will have an even greater opportunity to travel and experience 
the beautiful SouthCoast. A 'notice to proceed' is expected to 
be issued in the next few weeks which will allow mobilization 
of construction equipment and supplies for completion of the 
project this season. This milestone could not have been reached 
without the thousands of volunteer hours of many residents in 
town over the last twenty-five years; I have been happy to have 
helped this along in every way possible, including the funding

for this phase. Without the direct assistance of Governor Baker 
and his Lt. Governor Karen Polito, we also could not be in this 
position. They are to be congratulated. I look forward to joining 
the public in making use of this new park area which will soon 
become available ." 

In 1996 a bike path committee was established. 
Chairman Steve Kelleher told the Wanderer during a 
February 2019 interview, "We never gave up." While there 
were many challenges and years of negotiations with 
abutters including the YMCA and the Reservation Golf 
Club, the most environmentally impactive construction 
phase is now well underway. 

Acushnet-based contractor D.W. White received 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation contract 
valued at $6.7 million in February 2019 to construct Phase 
lb. Today with trees cleared and pilings installed through 
marshlands, construction of the wooden bridge will soon 
begin. 

Completed a number of years ago. Phase 1 
connected Mattapoisett's bike path to Fairhaven's at 
Brandt Island Road. The pathway continues on from 
there to Mattapoisett Neck Road where it stalled awaiting

funding. Phase lb, once completed, will pick up from that 
point and continue on, ending at Goodspeed Island Road. 
Phase 2, yet to be designed or fully funded, will continue 
from the intersection of Depot Street and Route 6 to North 
Street. Conceptual designs include situating the bike path 
through the Park Street neighborhoods ending at North 
Street across from the entrance to Mattapoisett 7 s business 
park. 

Over the more than two decades the Bike Path 
Committee, along with the Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path, have worked to secure funding from private 
donations and grants from both federal and state sources. 
The end game for these two organizations is connection to 
Marion's bike path, a pathway planned to begin sometime 
in 2022 at the town line about 1 mile beyond Industrial 
Drive. But those are plans and dreams for another day. 

For now. Phase lb is moving along with few winter 
weather-related delays. Opening of Phase lb has not been 
announced. 

Old Colony Data Security Incident 

Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical Fligh 
School District (Old Colony) recently experienced a data 
security incident that is partially affecting its internal 
operations. 

On February 10, Old Colony became aware of 
a data security incident that rendered certain data on 
its network inaccessible. While Old Colony continues 
to operate without issue, access to certain systems is 
presently limited. 

Upon discovering the incident. Old Colony took 
immediate action to secure its network and commenced 
an internal investigation. Old Colony has engaged 
an expert cybersecurity consultant to facilitate the 
restoration of the affected data, as well as independent, 
internationally-recognized computer forensics firm to 
conduct a thorough analysis of what happened. At this 
time, there is no evidence to indicate that any student or 
employee information has been accessed or viewed as a 
result of the incident. 

Old Colony takes the security of the information 
very seriously. This incident has been reported to the 
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Massachusetts State Police and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, and Old Colony will continue to cooperate 
with all law enforcement investigations into the incident. 

Old Colony is striving to return to fully 
operational status as soon as possible and is working 
with the experts referenced above to do so in a safe and 
secure manner, as well as to further strengthen security to 
minimize the likelihood of a similar event occurring in the 
future. 

Centennial Celebration - 
The Road To The Vote

In softly spoken tones, Katherine Dibble, former 
director of Public Service at the Boston Public Library, 
gave a presentation at the Mattapoisett Public Library 
on February 15 on the struggles of the suffragettes who 
fought the battle for women's right to vote and won. 

While the world may know Susan B. Anthony 
as the most famous suffragette, her work was not a

solo effort. This year is the 100th anniversary of the 
19th Amendment, and to celebrate that monumental 
achievement the Boston Women's Suffrage Trail is taking 
its show on the road to educate the public about the 
activism of local women. The lecture series highlights the 
work of many Massachusetts women in the pursuit to 
secure voting rights for women. 

Few in attendance were familiar with many of 
the names Dibble shared, names that should not be lost 
to history. Thus, through the establishment of the BWST, 
suffragettes from the Commonwealth are finally getting 
recognition they deserve, she said. 

Dibble began by sharing that as far back the 1700s 
Abigail Adams was lobbying her husband, ".. .do not

forget the ladies" when drafting legislation. The notion of 
women being fully capable of participating in government 
and in electing officials was still in the distant future. 
While the letter exchanged between the Adams showed 
a rather modern concept of the relationship between men 
and women and their roles in life, Abigail simply wanted 
women to be thought of as more than property. It would 
more than 100 years more before the 19 th Amendment 
solidified that women did, in fact, have the mental 
capacity and human qualities needed in order to vote. 

It is a short amendment, a mere 39 words that 
reads, "The right of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the United States or any 
State on account of sex. Congress shall have the power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legislation. " By August 19, 
1920, the required 36 states had ratified the agreement. 
Massachusetts was the eighth state to accept ratification. 
The long years of campaigning, lecturing, publishing, 
traveling near and far, spreading the doctrine of equal 
voting right for women had at last succeeded. 

But who were those women of Massachusetts 
who put their private lives on hold, who tested the male- 
dominated legal system, who were arrested, sent to 
prison, and in some cases persecuted for their belief that 
voting rights should be granted to women? 

Lucy Stone (1818-1893), in Dibble's estimation, 
is deserving of far more recognition than Anthony. But 
Anthony "and Elizabeth Cady Stanton wrote the early 
history of the movement," she said, possibly solidifying 
their position as singular engines of change. 

Stone had had a falling out with Anthony over the 
inclusion of voting rights for African Americans. Dibble 
described Stone as being very modest and preferring to 
work behind the scenes. More than a century later her 
work is being publicly hailed. 

In the Boston State House, along with Josephine 
Ruffin (1842-1924), Mary O'Sullivan (1864-1943), Sarah 
Remond (1814-1894), and Florence Luscomb (1887-1985), 
is a bust of Stone, who is also celebrated with a bust in 
the Boston Public Library along with her daughter Alice 
Stone Blackwell (1857-1950), who was an activist for 
suffrage, human rights, and peace. 
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Stone's image can also be found at Faneuil Hall 
and as one of the three women depicted in the Boston 
Women's Memorial located on Commonwealth Avenue 
at Fairfield Street. This later monument also includes 
Abigail Adams (1744-1818) and Phillis Wheatly (1753- 
1784). Wheatly is remembered for being the first African 
American female poet published in book form. Today she 

is known as the mother 
of African American 
literature. 

Remond was a free¬ 
born African American 
and a well-known speaker 
against slavery as well as 
an advocate for women's 
right to vote. O'Sullivan 
moved to Boston from 
Missouri, becoming a labor 
organizer and suffragette. 
Ruffin published the 
first newspaper by and 
for African American 
women. Luscomb was the first woman to graduate 
from Massachusetts Institute of Technology, a leading 
suffragette who also fought for prison reform and factory 
safety, and many years later became an activist against the 
Vietnam War. 

The Morey women, mother Agnes (1868-1924) 
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Sunnynook Farm 


32 Neck Road Rochester, MA • 508-763-5405 
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and daughter Katharine were prominent leaders of the 
movement. They were arrested for picketing against 
President Wilson when he came to Boston. Agnes had also 
been arrested and imprisoned in Washington, D.C. for 
picketing the White House. 

Sisters Sarah (1792-1873) and Angelina (1805- 
1879) Grimke made some of the first attempts at securing 
voting rights for women. They were also abolitionists. 

Dibble's presentation carefully mentioned more 
than 30 Massachusetts female movers and shakers for 
women's right to vote. Of special note there was Clara 
Barton (1821-1912), also known as the "Angel of the 
Battlefield" for her nursing of the wounded during the 
Civil War, Mary Rice Livermore (1820-1905), also an 
abolitionist and advocate for the vote traveling hundreds 
of miles for years for those causes, Mary Eliza Mahoney 
(1845-1926), the first African American woman to become 
a registered nurse and also the first woman in Boston to 
register to vote, and Jennie Loitman Barron (1891-1969), 
the first full-time female judge in Massachusetts was also 
an outspoken advocate for women's right to vote as she 
stood on street corners declaring her position to passersby.

Tabor Academy Retains Head 
of School John Quirk

The Tabor Academy Board of Trustees announced 
on February 14 that the prep school will retain John 
H. Quirk as head of school after several meetings 
deliberating his future in the wake of charges he faces 
after his January 31 arrest in Bourne for allegedly driving 
a vehicle while under the influence of alcohol and driving 
at excessive speed. 

Two days after a February 11 hearing in Falmouth 
District Court in which Quirk's case was continued 
one year without a finding, Tabor Academy's Board of 
Trustees sent a letter to the Tabor community explaining

its decision. The board cited the school's "two strike" 
policy and the fairness Quirk had shown students and 
families, providing second chances and "opportunities for 
redemption." 

"Although gravely irresponsible," the letter 
stated, "John's recent action does not outweigh all that he 
has accomplished at Tabor or the continued progress we 
expect him to lead as Head of School. We believe that his 
legacy is found in the thousands of students who have 
graduated during his tenure and are now uplifting the 
world with the ability and purpose he has helped instill 
within them." 

Furthermore, the letter noted Quirk's regret 
and said, short of providing details, "the board has 
implemented a number of remedial and constructive 
disciplinary actions based on John's transgression." 

Departments Present FY21 Budget Requests 

Marion Board of Selectmen Joint Session with Finance Committee

Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
addressed a joint session of the Board of Selectmen and 
the Finance Committee on February 12 to hear the Fiscal 
Year 2021 budget requests from the Town's Fire and Police 
departments and the Department of Public Works. 

After a 90-minute meeting with the school 
department early last week, McGrail told the joint session 
that FinCom member Charlie Larkin will receive from 
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the school department the five-year financial information 
requested before Superintendent Doug White retires (June 
30). 

"The only thing I'd add is the idea of FinCom 
and all of us, we're trying to be supportive, we're trying 
to be available for analysis, we're trying to be transparent 
and do our job and report into the townspeople what we 
found at ORR," said Larkin. 

"The focus," said McGrail, "would be five years 
of spending and revenue at the district and how trends 
have grown and changed over the five years." 

Larkin added, "by business segment," to which 
McGrail agreed. 

"It was a good meeting. We made it pretty far, 
and they should have something to you... within a week," 
said McGrail. 

Mattapoisett and Rochester are not involved 
at this point, but the ORR School Committee will be 
involved next. 

"The idea is (the other two towns) would get 
involved at some point," said Larkin. "Let's get Marion's 
house in order, how we would approach it, get some 
feedback, and let's go." 

"We're just getting on board with what we're all 
trying to do," said McGrail. 

Citing the June 30 expiration of the collective¬ 
bargaining agreement, Marion Chief of Police John B. 
Garcia estimated a two percent increase earmarked at 
salaries for sergeants and patrol officers. McGrail noted 
that Mattapoisett pays to have a police officer at ORR 
as the sending community. The money Marion pays 
Mattapoisett has been moved to become part of the 
assessment. 

In light of the fact Marion does not have the 
funding to place a police officer at Sippican School, Garcia 
was asked how the police department manages security 
there. 

"What we have done in the last two years is we 
have a designated school resource officer — we're required 
to by law... but to have a greater presence in the school we 
have officers that go in at recess, they have lunch with the 
kids once or twice a week," Garcia said. 
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Not including Garcia, there are 15 full-time and 
five part-time officers. 

"Typically, we have three people on a shift, one 
person on the desk and two people on the road," said 
Garcia. "During the day, we have the lieutenant and me. 
There's two additional people on the road." 

Asked how the department forecasts overtime, 
Garcia said he looks back over the past two years to see in 
the computer system what the spending has been. 

FinCom Chairman Peter Winters noted that 
overtime was high last year to cover the shifts of an officer 
out on disability who has since retired. Winters asked 
Garcia if he foresees a resulting reduction in overtime. 

"No," answered Garcia, explaining, "I started out 
the beginning of the year (with) the full complement, and 
we were doing really well with staying in the under. We 
were underspending that particular line (overtime). Then I 
had two officers resign," said Garcia, who said he is filling 
the shifts mostly with overtime. "When we get to the end 
of this year, it may be difficult." 

Marion Police Department is in the hiring process. 
One hire, assistant harbormaster Peter Bourgault, is in the 
academy and therefore cannot yet serve the town. 

"We have a couple of candidates that have the 
full-time academy (credential) so, if they work out with 
the pre-screenings and the background investigations, 
that'll be a huge savings to the community because we'll 
be able to get them in the field training and get them to 
work as opposed to sending them to the academy for 24 
weeks," explained Garcia. 

The town is required to pay officers' salaries 
while training at the academy and pay for their academy 
training. 

Winters asked how many vehicles the department 
has. Garcia answered nine and said old vehicles are 
declared surplus. He prefers to trade them in to bring 
down the expense of new ones. 

The animal-control officer falls under a separate 
budget. Her prior stipend is now part of her salary. She is 
also provided one of the department's nine cruisers and 
carries a firearm. 

"We're no longer doing stipends as part of our 
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policy/' said McGrail. 

The uniform allowance increased because she is 
now fully outfitted as a patrol officer. Typically, an officer 
has three to four uniforms including winter and summer 
outfits. Jackets and raincoats cost up to $350. 

Garcia was asked about the information- 
technology (IT) support he performs at the police station. 
He may be retiring, according to McGrail, so the town is 
looking into part-time IT support for Town House and 
Police. 

"I've taken college courses in networking and it 
was just an interest, something I had done on my own," 
said Garcia. "We're not going to be getting another officer 
to be doing that." 

Marion Fire Chief Brian Jackvony addressed the 
joint session next. 

Jackvony reported stability in general expenses 
for maintenance of the station and vehicles. He reported 
an increase of approximately $2,000 to $5,200-5,300 in the 
cost of improved technology in keeping up with the needs 
of connectivity and electronic reporting to the hospitals. 

More significant increases come in salary and 
wages, uniforms and training. 

"The town's new personnel policy did drive some 
of the cost increase. We found that our paramedics, EMTs, 
firefighters, our lieutenants and CPNs were underpaid," 
said Jackvony. "We need to remain competitive. As most 
of you know, the Fire Department is staffed entirely by 
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per-diem help. We need to absolutely remain competitive 
because, if we don't pay near the top wage for a 
paramedic, they can work in Carver, they can work in 
Mattapoisett, they can work in many other places. 

"Most of the paramedics and EMTs work full 
time in other locations such as Bourne, Cohasset, Easton 
- they're all around the state, and they work with us per 
diem. We have to remain competitive, and that's what 
kind of drives our numbers here." 

The largest increase comes in Jackvony's request 
for one additional full-time fire inspector / lieutenant, who 
would be trained as an EMT. 

Jackvony reported that, in 2009, the Fire 
Department handled 512 calls. In 2018, there were 1,546 
calls, and in 2019 it was 1,248. Weekdays are busiest 
and between the hours of 11:00 am and noon. Last year 
there were 195 "overlapping" (mutual-aid) calls, and 
15.2 percent of the calls were simultaneous. Any calls to 
outside towns for an ambulance result in a loss of revenue 
for the town. 

Currently, the Fire Department schedules out 336 
hours per week with per-diem help for the ambulance 
at 48 hours per day staffed with a paramedic and a basic 
EMT. The department staffs paid, on-call firefighters at 66 
hours per week. In the summer, those hours will increase 
to 82 hours per week. 

Acknowledging the question as to whether 
Marion could staff the newly requested position with 
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part-time help, Jackvony answered in the negative. 

"If we added 40 more hours, we'd be staffing 
458 hours per week with part-time help. And I cannot do 
that and maintain under 20 hours a week. We know by 
(Massachusetts) state law, if we go over 20 hours a week 
for any employee on a regular basis, naturally we have to 
offer sick time, we have to offer vacation, we have to offer 
pension, health care. 

"It's really not practical," he concluded. "We're 
kind of in a Catch-22 with our scheduling." 

In 2019, Marion Fire lost 13 members. Marion 
hired five over the same period. The town is recruiting 
paid, on-call firefighters and has six candidates, five of 
whom live outside Marion. The timeline to train and get 
into the workforce is two years. 

Jackvony blames attrition on towns across the 
United States, including Marion, being overly reliant on 
aged firefighters. 

"We're just at the point where we cannot continue 
that trend," he said. 

According to Jackvony, the majority of Marion's 
on-call firefighters work another full-time job during the 
day and come to work at 5:00 pm. 

State law states that towns must assemble four 
firefighters before engaging a fire. "We don't role an 
engine unless we have at least three people on it," said 
Jackvony. "We need to maintain that two-in, two-out 
before we can begin operations." 

It's during the day when Marion has been overly 
reliant on aged firefighters, said Jackvony. 

Marion has not raised its ambulance fees since 

2013. 

Marion Fire generated over $16,000 in revenue 
last year. A basic life-support call costs a Marion resident 
$815, compared to nearby towns that bill $1,100, $1,200 
and $938. For advanced life-support calls, Marion bills 
$1,157, compared to nearby towns that bill $1,400, $1,850 
and $1,480. 

Marion had 810 medical calls and 438 fire calls 
in 2019. There were 38 mutual-aid-received calls and 55 
mutual-aid-given calls, the majority medically related. 
Many calls do not continue with transport, and those 
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calls cannot be billed. The collection rate on billed calls is 



approximately 90 percent, according to McGrail. 

Medicare and Mass Care costs are capped at $395 
for basic medical; those calls account for 60 percent of the 
total. Only 15 percent are billable to third-party insurance 
companies, and 25 percent non-pay and non-collectible 
according to Jackvony. Raising rates would only affect the 
15 percent billable to private insurers. 

Most transports are taken to Tobey Hospital 
in Wareham. Cardiac calls are transported to Charlton 
Hospital in Fall River, and trauma calls to Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

The Department of Public Works also reported, 
with highway, sewer and water departments reporting 


separately. 

The highway report was given first. 

For David Willett, director of Public Works, the 
"elephant in the kitchen" facing Marion's DPW is the 
$420,000 price tag on curbside collection. He credited 
office manager Becky Tilden, highway foreman Joseph 
Ayers and utilities manager Frank Cooper for their work 
putting together his presentation. 

Having noted a $75,000 place holder cost for 
paying for rubbish disposal, Willett presented a table 
showing the number of man-hours based on a 7.5-hour 
workday to perform the duties. In July, 16,978 man-hours 
were available. In January there were 15,297 man-hours 
available. In July, cemetery service and trash recycling are 
considered A-level services, according to Willett. 

The table, he said, is not an all-conclusive 
document, but is a recurring exercise with the value of 
illustrating where the money is being spent. 

Selectman John Waterman concluded that, 
because the DPW is down a person, by outsourcing trash 
pickup the town has freed up a net of 4,000 personnel 
hours. 

Willett was happy to announce the success of the 
addition of modern equipment for pavement repair. He 
is also looking to manage the MS-4 permit (storm-water 
control) by running a program with internal resources and 
interns from Mass Maritime Academy. He hopes to cut the 
$107,000 expenditure as outsourced in half. 

Citing 10 percent increases. Winters asked if 
anything can be done to decrease water and sewer rates. 
Having been on the job 10 months, Willett said he has yet 
to gain a feel for where that can be accomplished. 

Waterman expects Marion will get some state 
money in the next year. 

McGrail said water will add no capital expenses 
in FY2021. 

Willett said depreciation will require investment. 
"We're always looking for savings," he said. 

Contracted services, he said, requires investment 
in improved safety practices. The sewer workforce, 
according to McGrail, has doubled in size to four people. 

Regarding the next meeting. Winters noted

that February 26 is Ash Wednesday, but McGrail has 
secured commitments from the ORR and Sippican School 
Committee and indicated that, as long as there is a 
quorum, it would be better to move forward. 

The next joint session of the Selectmen, FinCom 
and ORR and Sippican School Committee will be held 
Wednesday, February 26. 
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Director, opened his presentation to the Marion Board of 
Selectmen at its February 18 meeting at the Marion Town 
House by introducing Megan Davis, the DPW's new 
engineer. 

From there, he delegated a presentation to Conrad 
Leger from Data Group, a full-service engineering firm. 
Leger made a PowerPoint presentation on capital infusion 
to maximize value when addressing the maintenance of 
Marion's roads. 

The so-called Pavement Management Plan is a 
five-step program aimed at helping the town efficiently 
maintain its 28.31 miles of town-managed roadway. 

There are more road miles than that in Marion, including 
approximately eight miles of either unaccepted or private 
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roads, along with 14.42 miles of state roads. 

"The goal," said Leger, "is to put every pavement 
segment into a category." 

Every segment has a 0 to 100 maintenance- 
category rating, beginning with a zero rating where no 
maintenance is required at the time of the study. 

Routine maintenance costs the town 50 cents 
per square yard, including crack sealing. Preventative 
maintenance, at $6 per square yard, includes chip-seal 
and microsurfacing overlay. Minor rehabilitation at $14 
per square yard includes mill and overlay, and major 
rehabilitation at $40 per square yard means complete 
reconstruction. 

Roads were graded on rideability rather than 
appearance, and Marion's road-surface rating (RSR) is 
75.54, which is average for the region. 

Leger stated that there is a backlog of 
maintenance right now, and addressing the needs of each 
and every town-managed road would cost $2.15 million. 
These are curb-to-curb costs and do not address drainage, 
sidewalks or ramps. 

"Roads are typically inspected every 3-5 years," 
said Leger, whose program is meant to address what 
happens in between those inspections. "This program 
alters priority from worst repair to cost-benefit value." 

The bike path is not part of the program. 

Marion's Chapter 90 allotment of $170,000 is 
based on miles (66 percent), population, and number of 
business employees within the town. 

Willett will present this program to the public 
during the 6:00 pm, February 24 Informational Meeting 
on trash and pavement management at the Music Hall. 

Opening Tuesday's meeting. Town Administrator 
Jay McGrail read a letter from Chief of Police John B. 
Garcia announcing Garcia's retirement effective January 
2, 2021. Garcia, who has been with the department for 34 
years, thanked the board for its support. McGrail, Board 
of Selectmen Chairman Randy L. Parker, Vice Chairman 
John Waterman and clerk Norman A. Hills all voiced 
appreciation to Garcia. 

Waterman said that, despite knowing Garcia just 
two years, "I appreciate what a great person you are and 
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we'll miss you." 

"Thirty-four years is a helluva commitment and 
we certainly appreciate it," added Hills. 

In spending matters, Paul Naiman spoke on 
behalf of the Capital Improvements Planning Committee, 
noting that Marion has 26 planned projects totaling $2.3 
million. 

Waterman credited the CIPC with bringing order 
to the projects the town considers and allows the Board of 
Selectmen to get a big picture. 

"This team has been together. We hope you stay 
together," he said. 

In other business, the board voted to approved 
a Water / Sewer Commitment of $1,156,868 in quarterly 
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water and sewer billing as of February 7. 

The board voted to approve Water/Sewer 
commitments of $4,130.58 (for final readings and 
miscellaneous bill dated February 6), $2,348.78 (for final 
readings dated December 3, 2019), and $550 (for new 
service dated December 3, 2019. 

The board voted to approve an update to Town 
Administrator's contract. 

The board voted to approve one-day, all-alcohol 
licenses to Marion Social Club for its chicken barbecue 
from noon to 4:00 pm March 1 and for the Marion 
Firefighters Association clamboil on March 28 from 4:00 to 
8:00 pm. 

The Board also approved the appointment 
of Jeff Oakes as Town of Marion representative to the 
South Coast Bikeway Alliance through June 30, 2021 and 
approved Marion Art Center's annual request to use 
Bicentennial Park for Arts in the Park on July 11 from 9:00 
am to 5:00 pm with a rain date of July 12. 

ORR School District Discusses Draft Budget 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Mattapoisett's Finance Committee continued their 
budgetary journey on February 13 when they met with 
school superintendent Doug White and members of the 
Old Rochester Regional School District Committee as well 
as the Mattapoisett School Committee. 

White framed the conversation by stating that 
the voluminous reports before the FinCom were only 
"draft" budgets and that further drilling down and 
pencil-sharpening would be taking place before a final 
set of documents could be submitted. He said that public 
hearings on the budget would take place in March. 

White indicated that there was uncertainty 
regarding state funding percentages and that, "...we don't 
have the same revenue sources as we've had in previous 
years." 

In the draft budget for ORR Schools, White said 
that increases in compensation to coaches had been 
overdue and had been a struggle to fund. But he noted 
that retirements and a shift in how the school resource 
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officer position will be paid helped the bottom line. An 
agreement to share expenses related to the school resource 
officer spreading the expense across the tri-towns is now 
in place. Previously, Mattapoisett carried the entire cost 
because the school is located in the community. 

On the matter of capital needs. White said that 
the district needed to build capital reserves. FinCom 
Chairman Pat Donoghue questioned this point saying, 
"We don't even know what the needs are." She said 
people have been asking about the schools' needs but that 
the school committee had yet to provide clarity. 

White said, "There is no funding mechanism to 
fund it... there's a plan out there... until we get a regional 
agreement, we can't get anything done." 

ORR District School Committee member Tina 
Rood said that it has been a struggle to get the three 
towns to sit down and draft a new tri-town agreement, 
concurring with White that until that happened capital 
needs could not be considered. 

FinCom member Colby Rottler said, "We have 
not done our job putting money aside," speaking of the 
town's responsibly to provide adequate funding for 
capital needs for both the district and local schools. But 
he said a list of capital needs drafted by those institutions 
was critical in order to advise voters at town meeting 
what the capital expenses are and gaining support for 
funding. Rottler told the school representatives, "You 
need an engineer to look at it to make it credible to the 
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towns." He said fact-based study takes "special interests" 
out of the mix and that . .just a plan with a bunch of 
numbers on it" would not satisfy the public's need for 
qualified data. Rottler said, "You need to be in our face," 
with data and financial details. 

The FY21 ORR District assessment summary 
showed Mattapoisett's portion at approximately $6 
million, Marion $5 million and Rochester $5 million for 
a total of $16 million versus FY20 at $14.8 million. ORR 
draft budget total for FY21 is $19.7 million versus FY20 
$19.2 million. 

Mattapoisett local school budgets were also 
discussed. Present was school principal Rose Bowman 
who provided additional insights. 
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Bowman said that a plan to consolidate 
classrooms would continue. The 2020-21 school year will 
find both Center School and Old Hammondtown School 
with three classes for each grade level from grades 1 
through 6. Of those classes, she noted none would have 
more than 22 students. 

The local schools' FY21 budget draft proposes an 
overall total of $7.3 million versus FY20 which was $6.9 
million. 

Also coming before the Finance Committee was 
Henri Renauld, superintendent of the Water and Sewer 
departments. Renauld explained that the enterprise 
accounts would be experiencing a reduction in revenues 
by approximately 8 percent, prompting the need to 
increase water rates by $5 per household per month, and 
to explore once again expanding sewer lines north of 
Route 6 on North Street to the Route 195 overpass and in 
the Pico Beach neighborhood. He said letters would be 
mailed to impacted residents next week. 

Of the water rates, he pointed out some 
additional costs in electrical expenses due to a new well 
and increases in payroll from overtime and longevity. 
While he said that growth in the community would 
contribute to revenues, operating increases for both 
departments were expected. Overall increases anticipated 
are Sewer Department $14,839 and Water Department 
$79,906, of which $40,603 represents a 7.88-percent 
increase in salaries. Renauld said, of the $40,603 sum, 
$14,410 represented salary increases from contracts, 
"...plus first-time charge for longevity and contracted 
benefits." 

Some board members seemed a bit stunned by 
the salary figures, prompting Renauld to state, "I don't 
negotiate contracts, the Board of Selectmen do." 

Renauld spoke to the heavy costs associated with 
the licenses most of his staff are required to maintain. 

He said that line item will increase by $6,000 in FY21 
to $21,000. Also mentioned was a projected line-item 
expense of $44,652, Mattapoisett's share of operating costs 
for the Mattapoisett River Valley Water District. 

Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola 
also met with FinCom. He told the board that for the 
first time in several years revenues showed a slowing 
trend between calendar year 2015 and 2019. He reported 
that in 2015 fees for building permits were $157,669 with 
another $90,370 for plumbing, gas and electrical permits 
for a total of $248,039 versus 2019 In which $128,537 
in building permits and another $60,801 for plumbing, 
gas, and electrical totaled $189,338. Smoothing out 
that contrast, however, Bobola said that "January 2020 
was an outstanding month," with over $69,000 in fees 
for that singular time period. He added to the bright 
growth picture by saying that build-out at the Bay Club 
subdivision is projected with 16 duplexes and 11 single¬ 
family homes planned. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee had not been posted as of press time. 
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Continuances for Complex Projects 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The February 18 meeting of the Rochester 
Conservation Commission once again plowed through 
technical details of complex projects. Piles of engineered 
drawings and stacks of letters and associated documents 
were reviewed as applicants fielded questions and asked 
for continuances. 

Repurpose Properties, LLC represented by Brian 
Wallace of J.C. Engineering came before the commission 
following the closure of the public hearing process at the 
February 13 Planning Board meeting. Wallace said that 
a confirmation from the Town of Marion on supplying 
water to the subdivision site planned for Rounseville 
Road was still pending. He did say, however, that a 
letter from the Mattapoisett River Valley Water District 
accepting the project was in hand. On this night the 
cutting of trees was briefly discussed with Environmental 
Agent Laurell Farinon, who commented that the cutting 
plan was good. 

With the 10th revision of the 44-unit duplex, age- 
related construction documents before them. Chairman 
Mike Conway said he didn't want to close the public 
hearing before having an opportunity to "digest" 
everything. 

Farinon gave a highlight of what an order of 
conditions from the commission will look like when she 
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noted such contingencies as a pre-construction meeting, 
staking the limit of work, reflagging the site, on-site 
operation and maintenance manual, and last but not 
least confirmation of public freshwater supply. She told 
the commissioners she would meet with Rochester Town 
Planner Steve Starrett as well as peer review consultant 
Ken Motta of Field Engineering to ascertain any other 
items that needed clarity The Notice of Intent hearing 
was continued until March 2. 

Another complicated project that has been in the 
making over the course of the last two years is only just 
beginning its journey through the Rochester Conservation 
Commission process. 

Pedro Rodriguez, Solar MA and Mat Bombaci of 
Bohler Engineering presented drawings as substantive 
discussions for a planned 35-acre solar array began. 
Rodriguez said that the Old Middleboro Road site was 
275 acres, of which large tracts will be deeded to the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition with conservation oversight 
handled by the Rochester Land Trust. 

The Planning Board public hearing resulted in a 
list of waivers at its February 12 meeting, but the process 
with the ConCom is likely to cover several months as 
Farinon read from a list of issues requiring resolution. 

Farinon read from a letter submitted by Henry 
Nover of Nover-Armstrong Environmental Consultants, 
which covered a number of drainage-related matters 
including drainage calculations. Rodriguez said, "I think 
we have answers for these," and that many of the things 
noted in Nover's letter could be found in the drawings 
provided by Bombaci. But Farinon was a bit skeptical 
saying, "I want to be realistic about the amount of 
work that still needs to be done." The NOI hearing was 
continued to March 17. 
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Determination of Applicability for repairs and 
improvements to the Leonard's Pond Recreational Area 
represented by Farinon was discussed. Farinon shared 
the type of parking-area repairs needed and construction 
methods planned for the pondside site. She said that some 
of the work would be completed by the town's Fiighway 
Department but that long-term maintenance plans critical 
for the area had yet to be decided. The hearing was 
continued until March 3. 

Earlier in the evening an RDA filed by Chris 
Makuch, 89 Ryder Road, for the construction of a 36x42- 
foot garage, was heard. The site had been mapped as a 
perennial stream, but according to Alicia Tripp of Outback 
Engineering, it was found to be a cranberry bog ditch. The 
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project received a negative determination. 

An NOI filed by Steen Realty and Development 
Corporation for a 208-unit residential complex planned 
for 22 Cranberry Highway was continued until March 3. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for March 3 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Hall meeting room. 

Assessors Impose Abutters-List Fee on ZBA 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Technicalities regarding the application of a 
special permit in addition to a variance highlighted one 
of two continued cases before the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals at its February 13 meeting, but the stickiest 
subject was the letter that the ZBA received from the 
Assessor's office regarding a new $50 fee being charged 
the ZBA for every request a citizen makes for an abutters 
list. 

The letter dated February 11, 2020, stated that the 
Board of Assessors had recently voted to implement a $50 
fee for all abutters lists distributed. 

The ZBA is Marion's only board in which the 
office procures the abutters list. On the other boards, 
applicants notify abutters. 

Administrative Assistant Anne Marie Tobia 
explained to the ZBA that applicants currently request 
the list from her and she procures it from the Assessor's 
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office. The ZBA's application fee is currently $300. 

"And I do all my notifications," said Tobia. "So, 
the applicant will go to the Board of Assessors and pay 
their $50 fee, and their application would consist of the 
abutters list and the application and the fee. If we decide 
to knock it down to $250 or not, that's up to the (ZBA)." 

"I don't feel comfortable lowering our fee. I don't 
think our board should take a hit. But I also don't feel that 
we should have to pay for it," said ZBA Chairman Mark 
LeBlanc. 

ZBA member Margherita Baldwin indicated 
concern that the process should remain user-friendly for 
citizens, but member Tad Wollenhaupt said it was normal 
for applicants to notify abutters. 

"All the other boards require (a fee); we're the 
only board that doesn't," he said. 

LeBlanc sought to confirm, given the internal 
nature of the assessment, whether or not the ZBA 
will now be charged by the Assessors Office for each 
application requesting an abutters list. Tobia answered 
that the ZBA will be charged and suggested applicants 
submit two checks, one for $250 to satisfy the ZBA and 
one for $50 to apply for the abutters list. That way, the 
ZBA would not need to change any procedures. LeBlanc 
concurred, hoping to avoid having applicants make 
their own abutters lists and notifications, a scenario he 
considered "disastrous." 

"So, let's put it on the agenda for the next board 
meeting to discuss lowering our fee," said LeBlanc. "I 
just want to make sure it's publicly noticed because we're 
making a vote on it." 

Board member Christina Frangos suggested 
amendments for clarity to the January 16 meeting's 
minutes, and those amendments were included in the 
accepted version of the minutes. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten drafted a decision 
granting a special permit to Tabor Academy for the usage 
of field lights. After studying the document, Frangos, an 
attorney, offered several suggestions. 

Focusing on Footnote No. 1 that states Tabor is 
permitted to maintain field illumination until 9:45 pm to 
ensure safe exiting from the premises, providing the lights 
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are lowered at 9:30 pm, Frangos clarified the intent of the 
permit to define the process as beginning the lowering 
sequence at 9:30 pm. 

LeBlanc asked, "Do we need to identify a level? Is 
it that necessary?" 

"I don't know what a proper level is; that's not a 
skillset I have," said Witten. "The board could certainly 
limit that - a lumen (maximum). I just don't know what 
that number would be." 

It was agreed that trial and error would be 
a necessary part of the process of arriving at a fair 
implementation of the permit. 

Two continued cases were brought before the 
Zoning Board. The first time hearing the case, two board 
members were not present so the ZBA applied the Mullin 
rule to allow the full board to rule and ask any questions. 
Frangos, who was not present at January 16, abstained 
from voting on both cases. 

There was extensive discussion over a question 
in Case 773, in which property owners Raymond Whitley 
and Natalia Vartapetova, 534 Point Road, sought a 
variance from Section 230-5.1 for setback relief and a 
special permit under Sections 230-6.la, 230-6.lc, 230-7.1, 
230-7.2 and 230-7.3 of the zoning bylaws to allow the 
construction of a detached garage. It is customary that a 
variance or special permit be required but not both. 

"The existing building is a bit of a disaster so 
we want to clean that up," said Whitley, addressing the 
board. "I spoke to each neighbor, (and) they said they 
were fine with it. I didn't see why they wouldn't be 
because the garage is an eyesore." 

Whitley indicated that the house, a 1950s design 
built on a slab and later expanded, needed the garage for 
storage. 

Scott Shippey, building commissioner and zoning 
officer, said, "The whole thing could be considered non- 
conforming because it's detached," and further instructed 
the ZBA that while a special permit provides more 
leeway, it does not carry over to a new owner and would 
be terminated upon transfer. A variance stays with the 
property forever. 

Originally measuring 13 feet, 6 inches by 10 
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feet, 3 inches, Whitley plans to rebuild the structure at 
26 feet deep so it can garage a vehicle. Since the work 
will not make the structure any worse and is approved 
by the neighbors, it was granted a variance as a new, 
non-conforming structure rather than an expansion of an 
existing structure. 

In Case 772, Stephanie and Richard Flarding were 
also granted a variance from Section 230-6D and 230-6E of 
the zoning bylaws for their non-conforming garage at 52 
Ichabod Lane. 

After the public hearing was closed and the 
location of the Harding's garage was approved by the 
board, discussion around the operations of the board 
ensued before the next public hearing. 
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Alternate member Cynthia Callow, who was new 
to the board, sought clarification on law and process. 

"The thing with the Zoning Board is we have a 
very narrow window that we look through, very narrow. 
And we're reminded of that quite often by town counsel," 
said Board Chairman Mark LeBlanc. "It's a small town, 
we know people but we tend to - we have to keep a really 
small focus as to what we're discussing as far as the cases 
g°" 

The next meeting of the Marion ZBA is scheduled 
for February 27 at Marion Town House. 
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Surety Discussed for Age-Related 
Development 

Rochester Planning Board

For over a year, an age-related residential 
subdivision has been wending its way through the 
permitting process in Rochester. Long hearings with both 
the Conservation Commission and the Planning Board, 
site visits, engineering modifications, peer reviews, and 
continuances have been required by town officials to 
satisfy their questions and concerns in what will be a 
very high-profile construction project when shovels start 
moving dirt near Plumb Corner. 

Thus, it was no surprise when Repurpose 
Properties, represented by both Brian Wallace and John 
Churchill of JC Engineering, Inc., when coming before 
the Rochester Planning Board on February 12, found the 
hearing once again continued, this time over the matter of 
surety - the type of surety Rochester was willing to accept. 

The site is located in the heart of Rochester at the 
intersection of New Bedford Road and Route 105. The 
44-unit, over-55 community on property owned by Gibbs 
V. and Patricia Bray Trustees, has gone through many 
iterations in terms of drainage designs and protection of 
contiguous wetlands, but on this night the theme was 
surety. 

Wallace said that he had responded to all final 
site-related questions posed by peer-review consultant 
Ken Motta of Field Engineering. He also noted that he 
was in receipt of a letter from the Historical Commission 
indicating there were not issues with the placement of the 
project at the proposed location. 

Wallace also discussed how fresh water will 
be supplied to the residential units, saying that project 
planners were in discussion with the Town of Marion, 
which supplies water to that location and that the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District had confirmed 
acceptance of the plans. 

Then surety was discussed. Churchill suggested 
holding units would be sufficient for ensuring that the 
project will be completed as planned. But members of the 
Planning Board said that was not what Rochester was 
looking for. They stated that the town had moved away 
from solely holding units until such elements as roadways 
and infrastructures were completed to their satisfaction, 
to cash or bonded sureties up to 50 percent of the value of 
Phase 1, in this case over $1 million. 

"A fifty-percent contingency is standard," stated 
Chairman Arnie Johnson. 

Discussion continued for nearly 30 minutes, 
during which Johnson explained that a bond was needed 
up front, then once the roadway binder was in place along 
with utilities and drainage infrastructure, a switch to units 
could be considered. "We can amend the surety agreement 
afterwards," he stated. 

Churchill expressed concern that a bond would 
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be a financial burden to the developer, saying "...I don't 
want to bond the entire Phase 1; usually the developer 
starts with infrastructure, then goes as far as you can with 
financing." 

In the end, it was decided that Churchill would 
return with a surety plan that included bonding for Phase 
1. Once that surety is in place and Phase 1 roadway(s) 
and infrastructure completed, Johnson said the developer 
could apply for building permits, build model units, 
and have surety agreements reviewed. The hearing was 
continued until February 25. 

Also coming before the board was Pedro 
Rodriguez, Solar MA, regarding a 35-acre solar array 
planned for 0 Old Middleboro Road. Requested plan 
modifications were discussed including the protection 
of historic features such as stone walls and homestead 
foundations. Construction waivers were also discussed. 
The project hearing was continued until the next meeting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 25 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall 
conference room. 

Condo Project Gets Key Zoning Change 

Marion Planning Board

Fresh off a meeting with the Marion Board 
of Health on which he sits. Dr. Ed Hoffer's words to 
the Marion Planning Board at the latter's February 
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18 meeting in Marion's Town House were proven a 
timely contribution to the discussion that ensued over 
the application for a zoning change to accommodate a 
condominium project planned at 78 Wareham Street. 

"The United States is getting older," said Hoffer, 
noting that by 2024 there will be more people over 65 than 
younger for the first time ever. "Marion is ahead of that 
curve." 

Hoffer said that, at present, 36 percent of Marion 
residents are over age 60, versus 21 percent statewide, and 
that it's unsafe to walk on the town's sidewalks. 

What to do about the rising number of retirement- 
age people who cannot afford to retire in Marion after 
living there many years has become a quandary, and 
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property owner Henry De Jesus hopes his project can help 
answer the question. 

Representing De Jesus, attorney Patricia McArdle 
asked the Planning Board to put before town voters a 
proposal to designate the property as Residence E Density 
category, which would allow condominiums where 
present zoning only allows for single-family homes. 

Until a lengthy discussion over the limits on the 
implications of its approval, the Planning Board was 
divided over the matter. 

Harkening back to Hoffer's words during the 
discussion, McArdle told the board, "This is what the 
town is asking for... It would be a missed opportunity 
to not put this project forward... This is completely 100 
percent in the squares of your Master Plan. This is what 
Marion needs now." 

A turning point was in David Davignon's 
suggestion that an approval carries the asterisk of a 
50-unit cap. A partner in the development company of 
Schneider, Davignon and Leone, Inc., Davignon explained 
the intent of De Jesus to work with the town to build the 
right way on the large parcel. Davignon's illustration, 
a conceptual footprint based on a 20-year-old project in 
Mattapoisett, showing 48 units with two parking spaces 
per unit, approximately 44 overflow spaces, room for a 
clubhouse and tennis courts, access to a marina and fire 
and emergency access from Route 6. 

McArdle stressed that all residents would have 
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access to the waterfront where the property borders the 
Weweantic River at the east end of Marion. 

"This is to me is something that works for 
everybody. These (units) were assessed at $500,000 
apiece," said De Jesus, noting the revenue they would 
add to Marion in the way of property and excise taxes. "I 
have no intention of doing anything (different than what's 
presented by Davignon). The only thing I would like to do 
is keep the main house intact." 

Davignon said that the project can be built 
without town-sewer access due to excellent soil positions 
that would only result in the loss of a few units. 

A $50,000 grant originally denied to the Town of 
Marion was awarded, and a resultant study is underway 
that will evaluate if the town's waste-treatment plant can 
handle the 96 units in an existing project adjacent to the 
one De Jesus hopes to build. 

Marion hopes to upgrade the Creek Road 
pumping station and obtain another grant at $1 to $2 
million to rebuild the pumping station there. At present, 
according to Selectman John Waterman, the pumping 
station is nearing capacity as is. 

The board also discussed, but did not act, on an 
Accessory Apartment Bylaw Change proposal to alter 
the current law. Under certain conditions, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals grants a special permit to have a single¬ 
dwelling unit on a lot. The applicant, in that case, must 
sign an affidavit that limits residence to a family member. 
The proposed change would allow it to be a rental to a 
non-family member. 

"A lot of people in town told me they don't 
like this idea because, all of a sudden, single-family lots 
could become two-family lots and the value of their 
property comes down," said Planning Board Chairman 
Will Saltonstall. "I have a feeling (that) if we pushed this 
forward, there would be pushback on it." 

It was agreed that the discussion would continue 
as the board seeks a suitable manner in which to safely 
enact the expansion of the current law. 

In other business, a continued public hearing on 
a site-plan review and special permit application from 
Sherman Briggs and Bill Curley - Sherman's Way on 
Spring Street was continued to March 16 at 7:10 pm. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for March 2 at 7:00 pm at Marion Town House.

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because she wanted to win so badly. 

"Between having a small (in stature) team and the 
maximum effort that these girls put out, I think is a tribute 
to Kat and what she has done for that team on and off the 
court this year." 

As Kirby has set the tone, Halle, a junior, 
has followed suit, playing down low despite being 
undersized. Still, Halle's biggest contributions come on 
the offensive end. Even though she didn't enter the final 
game of the regular season as Old Colony's leading scorer 
for 2019-20, she is the focus of opposing defenses. This has 
allowed for the emergence of a second scorer, one who 
could help the program over the next few years. 

"Everyone focuses on Savanna and I think that's 
largely why Hailey has been able to have as much success 
as she has this year.

Ford v Ferrari . Starring Matt Damon and Christian 
Bale. Directed by James Mangold. Running time: 

152 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now available on 
physical and streaming home media. 

Christian Bale should lighten up more often. 
Usually he plays dark or tormented or both, but in Ford 
v Ferrari, as ace car racer Ken Miles, he literally sings a 
ditty called "I'm Happy" twice, and he looks it — he isn't 
just singing it ironically. Both times, Ken is behind the 
wheel, where he feels most alive. Bale is in skinny mode 
(as was the actual Ken Miles), but his color is good, he has 
a robust laugh, and he enjoys a warm and healthy bond 
with his young son Peter (Noah Jupe) and with his wife 
Mollie (Caitrfona Balfe) — the latter knows him better 
than anyone and won't put up with whatever crap he 
might shovel out. 

Ford v Ferrari, make no mistake, is nothing 
revolutionary It does nothing unexpected; even its 
twists follow in the footsteps of earlier films. But 
it's an increasingly rare example of non-franchise 
entertainment for adults, it's carpentered extremely well 
(its dialogue isn't always fresh, but as William Goldman 
said, screenplays are structure), and it offers the sort of 
generous, heedless fun that only a big studio movie can. 
Essentially, it's a buddy film; the other buddy is Carroll 
Shelby (Matt Damon), a former racer retired due to a bum 
ticker and cooling his heels designing and manufacturing 
high-performance cars. Carroll and Ken are part of the 
brotherhood of speed, the fast company They respect 
each other, they yell and throw things at each other, they 
love each other. 

If this movie and Once Upon a Time in Hollywood 
were shorter (both clock in at north of two and a half 
hours), they might make a good bromance double 
feature. Whereas Quentin Tarantino meditated on toxic 
masculinity, though, FvF director James Mangold would 
like you to consider nontoxic masculinity Ken couldn't 
be a more acceptable male, even for the mid-'60s; he 
generally defers to his more grounded wife. Carroll, 
by contrast, seems to have no home life at all. (The real 
Shelby was married seven times, and was in the midst 
of his seventh divorce when he died in 2012, at 89.) Both 
men are recruited by the Ford Motor Company to make 
their brand sexier (a Lee Iacocca brainstorm) by building 
and driving a car that can dethrone the insurgent but 





insolvent Ferrari at Le Mans. 

I don't know or care how closely the script (by 
brothers Jez and John-Henry Butter worth, building on 
an earlier Jason Keller draft) sticks to real events. It's 
a cracking story beautifully told. I don't begrudge it 
its status as a Best Picture nominee; indeed, it may be 
the most purely uncomplicatedly enjoyable of the nine 
finalists. But back to nontoxic masculinity: our heroes 
don't enter into Ford's agenda for the competition. 

They've won enough. They only have something to prove 
to themselves. Now, this might sound perfectly banal, and 
on one level it is. But it's accomplished with such free- 
flowing good feeling and wit, and it knows so well that 
we instinctively lean towards people of great intelligence 
and acumen, that the tropes are just road markers that we 
expect and want to be there. There, though, the Tarantino 
likeness ends; there's nobody of complexity and shaky 
self-worth like Rick Dalton, who needs a massacre to put 
him back on top. Ford v Ferrari is almost Once Upon a Time 
in Hollywood with two Cliff Booths. 

Damon, though at times dipping perilously close 
to his wry Matthew McConaughey impression, invests 
Carroll Shelby with regret tempered by gratitude that 
Carroll can still be part of the brotherhood by making his 
brothers great cars. Carroll has to deal with the corporate 
suits, typified by blustering Tracy Letts as Henry Ford 
"the second" (who nevertheless gets a redemptive 
moment) and oily Josh Lucas as Ford PR man Leo Beebe. 
Ken Miles, the amiable no-nonsense Brummie, tends to 
respond to authority with a cheerful two-finger salute. 
Together these men — workin' men with grease under 
their fingernails — grumble about the home office but 
stride forward to get it done. There was a time this movie 
would have been the big hit of the year and won all the 
trophies, and during that same time I would have pointed 
out its familiarity with much more disdain than I feel now, 
when a film about the professionalism and decency of 
grown-ups seems to paint a richer, sunnier fantasy world 
than anything dreamed up by Disney or Stan Lee.
